PATTEN THE TTKKEYS 

Christmas vmi soon arrive, and 
then- la but little time left for gett- 
ing toe turkeys in prime condition, 
liuth the sUe ar.d the future price 
should be considered. It U not toe 
•oon to begin forcing them, and at 
turkeys will probably be in demand 
this year, wltji the supply not up tc 
the avenge, those who are so fort- 
unate " ■ to have Urge flocks will 
find that turkeys are one of the most 
profitable "crops" on the farm. 



The advice comes a little late for 
the present season, but the follow- 
ing from the Owensbor\> inquirer 
sounds good, and may be worth fil- 
ing away until the leaves fall again: 

At this season of the year the 
City wears a smoky appearance on ac- 
count of the dally burning of the 
leaves which fall from trees. 

Not a leaf should be destroyed by 
fire. Destroying the leaves impov- 
erishes the soil. The leaves should 
be spread about the roots of the 
trees, with a small quantity of barn- 
yard manure to prevent their being 
carried away by Uk' winds. The leal 
of the tree Is full of phosphate, and 
when permitted to decompose on tht 
land will add a liberal supply of ni- 
trogen to the soil, retaining mois- 
ture In the summer and puUins gen- 
uine fertility Into the luid. 

One of the reasons why the trees 
diminish In luxuriant growth and 
gradually decline is because they do 
keep them In a healthy state at ex- 
act have the sufficiency of food to 
treme weather conditions. The ahadi 
trees In the city need an annual feed 
lng as much as the farmers apple 
tree. If they l>e allowed the crop 
that they produce annually as a fer- 
tilizer to decay and add nitrogen tc 
the soil they will do much belter than 
which they are deprived of .-.eh 
leaves. In place of burning the 
leaves in the streets let the leuve* 
remain under the ires and decompose 
In the yards. The roots of the 
t ees languish for the want of a fer- 
tiliser, ond In a few years the trees 
are dead 

If there Is bluegrass in the yard Um 
decomposing leaves will be beneficia' 
to the grass. The grass for ' ioe 
next few months will be In dormar 
state, and the covering the leaves 
will afford it will be like a blanket 
when the enow files — It will aleev. 
rent and gain strength during the 
winter months, to come forth In the 
spring with i <'eei»*r blue and great 
er strength rf bean'.y
